PROVINCIAL PARLIAMENT 


House of Assembly. 

(Continued.) 

Your Committee have been supported 
in the painful labors which have been im¬ 
posed on them, by the conviction that the 
facts admitted of clear and unquestionable 
testimony ; and in the conclusion at which 
they have arrived, your committee are con¬ 
soled by the reflection that no doubt of 
rts propriety can he entertained by any 
, man who considers the nature of the evi¬ 
dence. This conclusion, the result of the 
dispassionate investigation instituted by 
your committee, is, that Mr. Felton is guil-’ 
ty of oppression, peculation and extortion, 
by abusing the powers entrusted to him 
in relation to the Waste Lands of the 
crown ; that he falsely and fraudulently 
represented himself to he the proprietor of 
a great extent of those lands to which he 
had no manner of right; that he falsely and 
fraudulently denied that such land could 
ho gratuitously granted to divers settlers 
who applied for the same and were entitled 
thereto upon the mere performance of the 
settling duties, and concealed from them, 
that it was his bounden duty to make such 
grants; that he corruptly and oppressively 
exacted and received from the said settlers, 
applying for gratuitous grants, large sums 
of money as the price of land of which he 
was by his office bound to procure them 
gratuitous grants. 

Your committee have not overlooked 
the possibility that the lands so sold might 
have been promised to Mr. Felton at the 
period of the respective sales in question. 
Your committee will not deny that had 
such promise been made by government, 
Mr. Felton might have considered the pro¬ 
perty as virtually his own, and that iH fact 
it would have been competent to him to 
have disposed of his right for a pecuniary 
consideration. He could then have justly 
substituted the purchasers to himself, and 
have secured to each of them severally a 
grant directly from the Crown. But Mr. 
Felton cannot shelter himself under a mere 
possibility at variance with his own repeat¬ 
ed statements, as well as with facts leading 
undeniably to a different conclusion. In 
the first place, 15,813 acres of the waste 
lands of the crown have been granted to 
Mr. Felton himself; 10,862 acres have 
been granted to his children, and 4,800 
to other members of his family, making a 
total of 31,475 acres. 

However prodigious the extent of those 
grants may appear, it is not within the 
scope of the reference of your committee 
to canvass the propriety of the exercise of 
the Royal bounty in the case of Mr. Fel- 
*>n. It suffices for the purposes of tfcis 
eWiry to show that not one of the Jots 


sold by Mr. Felton, as detailed in the evi¬ 
dence, is included in the very extensive 
grants made to himself, or to any other 
member of his family, and although your 
honorable house has applied for and oh., 
tabled a list of all the applications made 
by that gentleman, and all the correspons 
dence relative thereto, no trace of any de¬ 
sign to convey him, or of any application by 
him to obtain any of the lots he sold can be 
found. 

But it is evident that the crown prescri¬ 
bed limits to itself. Previous to the 3d 
July, 1826, Mr. Felton had received grants 
amounting to 5000 acres, hut he appears 
at that time to have applied for 15,874 
acres of wild land for himself and for his 
children. Far from acceding to this re-* 
quest it appears on the contrary, that the 
Government was not disposed to allow him 
more than 5,013 acres, making a deduction 
of upwards of 10,000 acres on the claim 
of Mr. Felton. This fact, in the opinion 
of your committee, furnishes evidence that 
the amount then already granted to him, 
was considered sufficient. 

While on this branch of the subject, 
your committee hold it to be their duty to 
apprize your honorable house that with’the 
knowledge of the determination of his ma¬ 
jesty’s government to restrict tlio grant to 
one third of the land for which he had 
applied; Mr. F’elton, availing himself of 
his official character, in effect represented, 
that he was entitled under the despatch in 
answer to his petition, to the whole amount 
claimed, and it is a fact that he according¬ 
ly procured Letters Patent to pass the 
Great Seal, conveying to him the whole 
number of acres which he had so claimed. 

Fortunately for your committee they 
are enabled to inform your honorable house, 
that two of his Majesty’s Secretaries of 
State for the colonies, have successively 
expressed opinions touching this part of the 
conduct of Mr. Felton, in accordance with 
the views which your committee have been 
compelled to take and to express. These 
opinions are embodied in the despatch of 
the right honorable E. G. Stanley, dated 
Downing Street, 1st April, 1833, and in 
that of the right honorable T. Spring Rice, 
dated 29th October, 1834, to which des-. 
patches your honorable house is respectfully 
referred. 

Mr. Felton thus knowingly, and your 
committee, must add, fraudulently, exacted 
land received a grant of i 0,000 acres more 
than it was intended to convey to him, and 
he retains it to this day. 

But to remove all doubts, your commit¬ 
tee would remind your honorable house, 
that Mr. Felton, was entitled to a remun¬ 
eration of five per cent, upon the grants 
which he should procurefor actual settlers 
upon their mere performance of settling 
duties ; and that in the list of settlers furn¬ 
ished by Mr. Felton,for which he claimed 8c 
received this remuneration, the names of 
all the above mentioned applicants whom 
he induced to purchase land from himself, 
are enumerated as being ent'tled to free 
grants. 

It follows then, in tire apprehension of 
your committee as an inevitable conclusion 
that Mr Felton is guilty of the crimes laid 
to his charge, whether he was or was not 
proprietor of the land in question. If the 
land belonged to Mr Felton, ho could not 
honestly claim a commission for selling it, 
nor if the land belonged to the Crown could 
he honestly sell it, or convert, as he has 
done, the price to his own use. But not¬ 
withstanding the enormity of the offence, 
our committee are bound to express their 
conviction that he is in truth guilty to the 
full extent of the last of the said alterna¬ 
tives. 

It would appear that since the date of 
Letters Patent, and the discovery- of the 
fraud, Mi* Felton has expressed a desire to 
be allowed to purchase the 10,000 acres 
so erroneously granted to him, and it seems 
that the Administration had acceded to 
this proposition. It is not within the pro¬ 
vince of your committee to institute any 
enquiry into the result of this arrangement 
but they may be permitted to express their 
conviction that it was incumbent on the 
then Administration to have directed the 
Law Officers of the Crown to sue out a 
Scire Facias for vacating and cancelling the 
Letters Patent in question, in so far at least 
as relates to the excessive grant assumed 
by Mr Felton. 

Your committee finally submit as the 
result of their labors, that the Honorable 
William Bowman Felton having grossly, 
dishonestly and oppressively abused the 
confidence reposed in him by his Majes¬ 
ty’s Government, is unworthy and unfit to 
hold any Office under the Crown. 

To this conviction your committee are 
confident that the evidence, and more es¬ 
pecially that part of it imder the hand of 
the accused, leads so exclusively as to 
exclude the possibility of any other opin¬ 
ion. 

less by a due regard for the honor of the 


King’s Government, than by a sense of 
justice towards his people in this colony, 
respectfully suggest, that an humble address 
he presented to his Excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor in Chief, accompanied by all the evi¬ 
dence, praying that his Excellency will he 
pleased forthwith to remove Mr Felton 
from all Offices of honor or emolument 
which he may hold. 

All which is nevertheless humbly sub¬ 
mitted.

Monday 1st February. 

Mr. Speaker informed the house, that 
the clerk had been served with a writ of 
attachment,against monies now in his hands, 
and due to a member of the house for his 
indemnity as such member; and that the 
clerk having notified the said member there¬ 
of, had been told by the said member not 
to part with the said monies as he intended 
to claim the protection of the house, and 
that the clerk therefore awaited the order 
of the house on the subject. 

On Motion of Mr. Besserer the stand¬ 
ing committee of privileges and elections, 
was instructed to take the said information 
and papers into consideration. 

Henry Jessop, Esquire, collector at 
Quebec, delivered at the Bar, a return of 
all vessels arrived at the port of Quebec, 
with passengers during the year 1834 and 
1835. 

Mr Simon presented two accounts ren¬ 
dered by the Cure of Baio St. Paul and la 
Petite Riviere under the Acts 4th Will. 
IV Cap, I arid 3, for the relief of parishes in 
distress. 

Mr Secretary Walcott, presented the foK 
lowing message : 

Gosford, Governor in Chief, 

I he Governor transmits to the house of 
Assembly the draught of a bill prepared by 
the solicitor of the hoard of ordnance in 
England, for vesting in the principal officers 
of his Majesty’s ordnance, all property in 
Lower Canada occupied by the ordnance 
service, which draught has been made ap 
plicable by the Attorney General of this 
province to the laws usages, and local ju¬ 
dicatures of Lower Canada. 

The Governor in Chief recommends tins 
bill to the favorable consideration of the 
house, and lays before them copies of the 
communications received on this subject, 
from the respective officers of ordnance at 
Quebec.

Mr. Walcott also delivered at the bar, 
documents and copies of correspondence 
respecting leases of the Bench at Sillery 
since 1832; referred to the standing com¬ 
mittee on the Jesuits’ Estates. 

The following rsolutions passed in com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday last, were reported 
and concurred in ;—. 

1. Resolved,—That Ralph Taylor, Esq. 
late member of this house, for the county 
of Missiskoui, ha9, in his said capacity of 
member and in virtue of the Act 2d, Will. 
IV, cap. 26, drawn from the public chest 
the sum of £48 currency, to be distributed 
as premium money to the schools in the 
County of Missiskoui, whilst, by the returns 
of schools in operation in the said county, 
it appears that the sum of £27 10s, only, 
ought to have been drawn for the purpose 
of premiums, leaving in the hands of* the 
said Ralph Taylor, Esquire the sum of £19 
10s, which it was his duty to have returned 
into the public chest. 

2. Resolved,—That it appears by a state¬ 
ment transmitted to the House of Assem^ 
bly, dated the 2lst Nov. 1835, and signed 
by Jos. Cary, Esq., Inspector General of 
public provincial accounts, that no sums of 
money drawn as premiums for schools in 
Missiskoui from the 15th May, 1832, to 
the I5th May, 1835, have been returned in¬ 
to the public chest up to the said 21st Nov. 
1835. 

3. Resolved,—That a sum of £24 cur¬ 
rency, left undrawn in the public chest, 
being for premiums for schools in the 
county of Missiskoui for the year ended 15th 
May, 1835, and made payable to Ralph 
Taylor, Esq. ought to be applied to the pur¬ 
poses required by law. 

4. Resolved,—That it appears by returns 
received from the Trustees of the different 
schools in the county of Missiskoui, that 
the sum of £14 currency only has been 
distributed to the different schools enumer¬ 
ated in the schedule of return as in opera¬ 
tion in the said county during the years 
ended I5th May, 1833 ? and I5th May 1834, 
and nothing for the year ended 15th May, 
1835—consequently there remains in the 
hands of the said Ralph Taylor, Esq. the 
sum of £14 10s. which was due and ought 
to have been distributed according to law 
among the schools in the said county. 

5. Resolved—That from an examination 


ted to his own private use several sums of 
public money ; that he has embarrassed 
the progress of education in the county of 
Missiskoui ; and that he is unworthy of all 
confidence of his Majesty’s Government in 
this province. 

6. Resolved~That an humble address 
be presented to his Excellency the Gover¬ 
nor in Chief (accompanied by these reso¬ 
lutions) praying that he will be pleased to 
give directions to the proper officer to 
compel the said Ralph Taylor, Esquire, to 
refund the sum of £43, currency, by him 
drawn, and which sum he has neglected tp 
appropriate to the purposes intended by 
the Act 2d Will. IV, cap. 26 ; that the 
sum of £19 10s. be returned to the public 
chest, and the sum of £14 10s. be, by the 
School Visitors of the county of Missis¬ 
koui distributed to the Schools in the said 
county who were deprived of the bounty 
of the Legislature by the said Ralph Tay¬ 
lor, Esq. 

The bill to regulate the management of 
the Jesuits’ Estate was ordered to be en¬ 
grossed. 

The house went into committee to take 
into consideration Mr Bedard’s motion of 
29th ultimo, viz :— y That it be an instruc¬ 
tion to the standing committee of grievan¬ 
ces to require the petitioner Adolphus 
Mordecai Hart, to specify and particularise 
the various subjects of complaint which he 
may have against Mr Justice Bowen,’ and 
rose without reporting. 

Tuesday, 2nd February. 

On motion of Mr Clapbam, his Excel¬ 
lency’s message with the draught of a bill 
relating to the ordnance department in 
this province, was referred to a special 
committee. 

Mr. Leslie reported on the Inland 
Customs Bill ; committed for Friday 
next. 

A message was received from the Coun¬ 
cil, agreeing to the Emigrant tax bill with¬ 
out any amendment; and to the bill to re¬ 
peal the ordinance concerning quartering 
the troops in the country parishes, with 
several amendments. 

Mr Huot reported on the bill for the 
encouragement of education ; committed for 
Friday next. 

On motion of Mr Gugy, the considera¬ 
tion of the second report of the standing 
committee of Grievances, relating to the 
hon W. B. Felton, was fixed for Monday 
next. 

Mr Girouard presented a petition of 
inhabitants of the Seigniory of La Petite 
Nation, for the continuance of the Act 
to encourage the destruction of vvoolves,

Second reading of the bill to settle dis¬ 
putes between Masters and Servants in the 
country parishes. 

Hon. W. B. Felton objected to the prin¬ 
ciple of this bill. It was true that in the 
cities of Quebec and Montreal a similar 
hill was in existence; but there, owing to 
the greater temptations to which servants 
were exposed, it might be more necessary. 
He did not consider it to he so in the coun¬ 
try. Pie objected to the powers given to 
the country magistrates by this hill—the 
House was not justified or called upon to 
put such power in the hands of persons too 
insulated to possess it. The powers in 
question would give them an arbitrary in¬ 
fluence, both over masters and servants,! 
which was highly objectionable ; and would 
be moie so, should the elective principle 
hereafter be applied to the nomination of 
Justices of the peace in those partsw Some ! 
of the provisions, too, of the Bill were 
highly improper. In assentiug to them, ! 
the house would be resenacting some of 
the old tyrannous laws of former days, 
which even the powers on the continent 
of Europe were getting rid of. The bill j 
interfered also with the wages of labor— 
for a breach of contract, there was a pow¬ 
er in the magistrate to imprison a servant 
for no less than thirty days. He consider¬ 
ed this equal in severity to those old and 
barbarous usages formerly prevalent in Eu- i 
rope, when in a state of slavery. The I 
honourable member continued his objec- : 
tiona to the bill, and put a case, in which I 
a magistrate might 6end a servant guilty 1 
of a breach of contract under this bill, all | 

the way from Kennebec to Quebec Jail._ 

Was not this the height of injustice—was 


it not mere tyranny? If any necessity 
could he pointed out for extending this bill 
to the country parishes, he would consider 
it; hut at present he thought it was utter¬ 
ly unnecessary. The house might safely 
leave masters and servants to settle their 
differences, without such a law as this. 

Hon. P. McGill said, the penalties con¬ 
tained in this bill were excessively heavy, 
and equally unequal in theiroperation. For 
servants, there vva9 fine and imprisonment 
for masters* fine only. He hoped it would 
be committed for the first of August 
next. 

Hon. D. B. Viger defended the hill, and 
maintained that it was necessary in the 
country parishes. T here was at present 
no possible way of compelling the keeping 
ot contracts between servants and masters. 
He considered that the justice of the case 
required the hill ; and went into details to 
shew that it would work well, and that there 
was nothing tyrannical in it. It was not 
severe upou the servant, or at any rate more 
so than was unavoidable. 

Hon. W. B. Felton moved that the Bill 
be committed for the first day of August 
next. 

Hon.nP. McGill said, it was presumed 
that masters would pay the penalty, since 
there was no imprisonment for them, in 
case of failure—but servants were to be con¬ 
fined if they did not pay. Why should 
there he one scale for the master, and an¬ 
other for the servant—why inflict a greater 
degree of punishment on the latter ? 

Hon. JD. Viger replied, because tbero 
was a remedy at law against the master, 
who was responsible in a pecuniary point 
of view. The laborer had nothing—-a judg«. 
ment against him would be wort* 1 nothing 
—therefore, it had been found necessary 
to add imprisonment in case of servants and 
laborers breaking their contracts. The pow¬ 
ers given by the bill existed in England— 
they had been used in the cities of Mon¬ 
treal and Quebec ; and it was now found 
absolutely necessary to extend them into 
the country parishes. There was nothing 
unconstitutional in it, it being founded on 
just principles, and called for by the neces* 
sity of the case, in order to compel people 
to keep their engagements. He had 
every reason to believe that the inhabitants 
of the parishes wished this bill to pass* 
Honorable Gentlemen might rely that pow¬ 
ers, quite as extended as these, were pos¬ 
sessed by magistrates in England. He hop¬ 
ed the motion would be rejected, and that 
the bill would he considered in committee. 

Hon. 11..Jones saw nothing so very al¬ 
arming in the prinieple of this bill. It had 
been recogni^eil by an act which had now 
expired. It had worked well, and had 
been found to prevent abuses. It was cer¬ 
tainly true, the povf&rs of magistrates might 
he abused, but because they were liable to 
abuse > was no good reason against the prin¬ 
ciple of this bill. No salutary law existed 
in the country, and every day’s experience 
showed that some law was necessary to 
coerce servants and laborers, who were too 
apt to break their engagements with the 
farmer. In legislating for both masters, 
and servants, the Bill was wise, for they 
were in general placed on equal terms. But 
in this one instance, if the house thought 
that thirty days was too great a punish¬ 
ment, it might be reduced to fifteen days, 
hut let there be some coercion. The bill 
did not go as far as it ought to go, for it 
did not go as far as the regulations of police, 
which had been extended to the country 
parishes. Little, or no inconvenience could 
arise from the principle of this hill; and 
although he agreed with his Hon. friend 
(Felton), that freedom of action should be 
permitted, he did not consider the bill ob¬ 
jectionable on that ground. As to the de¬ 
tails, he did not think it propel- to entrust 
the liberty of the servant to one Justice 
of the peace ; that, and some other parts 
of the machinery of the bill might be left 
to a Special committee- 

Hon. P. De Rooheblave said, although 
he objected to the details of this matter, he 
was in favor of the principle. No bill was 
more required in the country parishes than 
this, and he thought it of great importance 
to the inhabitants. 

Hon. VV. B. Felton was not disposed to 
object to much which had fallen from the 
two last speakers. They both resided in 
the country, and where they lived the bill 
might he required. But wherever the tour¬ 
nee went, wherever the commissioners of 
Small causes sat, there was a sufficient rem- 
edy, and therefore the bill could only be 
necessary in certain parts. The hodse should 
recollect the old fabie themselves were 
legislating for masters I If the laborers 
could be polled, as to their opinion, they 
would be against the bill. They did not 
wans the intervention of magistrates be¬ 
tween masters and servants. As to the pre¬ 
vious operation of this law, when formerly 
introduced into another act, the parity was 
not conclusive. That law contemplated 
bargains, but the matters contained ia this

The lion, 
gentleman (Meffat) had his belle majonle 
b he (Mr. V.l and neither the means 01 
the desire to evade the consideration of the 

^HomG. Moffat was perfectly aware that 
he should necessarily appear to the great¬ 
est disadvantage, in comparison with the 
two honorable gentlemen opposite on this 
momentous subject. 

He was anxious to hear, however, the 
.tateroents which were to be made against 
him. Satisfied of his own inability to do 
justice to the subject, ke relied upon the 
assistance of some of his hon. friends ; and 
confidently trusted; that if no measure 
was perfected this Session, still that he 
might be more fortunate in the next. He 
did not see the necessity of printing the 
resolutions. The hon. Gentleman then 
read his series of resolutions. 

Hon. D- Viger could scarcely conceive 
that the hon. gentleman could be serious 
in expecting that resolutions containing so 
many*different principles, could be treated 
with 7 such apathy. The hon gentleman 
and his friends had made up their minds, 
and therefore they think that a measuie of 

this importance, overturning the ancient 

laws of the country, can be disposed of at 
once. H was not respectful to treat a ques¬ 
tion of such magnitude in that manner 


The propositions contained in the resoH 
lutions were extremely complex ; andthey 
ought at least to be printed. A hill pass- 
ed on the principles of the resolutions, 
would, in his opinion, he highly injurious 
and full of embarrassment. Parts of the 
Resolutions were wholly unnecessary. Oth¬ 
er gentlemen might be willing to pass hem, 
hut he was not so disposed without full 
examination. He was anxious to do jus¬ 
tice to the subject, and he therefore hoped, 
that sufficient delay would be granted- 
Hon W B Felton said the subject was 
not of so novel a character as to require 
delay. The spirit ot the Resolutions had 
already been entertained in the assembly; 
and his lion friend had aptly seized upon 
them, and mucl. improved them mad ins¬ 
pects. He was of opinion that the diffi 
cutties of the subject bad been much over 
rated-they had been met, and he would 
ggy , overcome. He maintained that lus 
hon friends could prove that the difficulties 
were overcome, whenever the proper time

The cavalcade extended nearly a mile. 
On arriving at the Flat, the national 
flag waving Triumphantly in the breeze, 
they were met by a large concourse of 
citizens, who had arrived by different routes 
from Stanbridge, Dunham and Sutton. 
The President and a few members of the 
Association, drove up to the Chapel where 
the meeting being constituted, it was 
Moved by Calvin May Esq., and secon 
ded by Mr. Hiram Moore, 

‘ That this meeting do adjourn to the 
Church, and assemble half an hour hence.’ 

The motion, being merely for the sake 
of form, was concurred in and the members 
marched to the sound ot martial music to 
the church; where the meeting being con¬ 
stituted anew, the business was proceeded 
with.

Calvin May, John Baker, J. Chamberlin, 
Jonathan Selby, Anson Kemp, H. M. 
Chandler, Oren J. Kemp, Galloway Fre 
ligh, Daniel Campbell, Metcalf Haven, 
appointed at a previous meeting of the 
Executive committee, to frame resolutions 
for adoption by the Association, retired, 


and the Secretary, Mr. Ferres, read * ° 
Association, various documents transmits 
from the Parent- Associations of Quebec & 
Montreal. The reading of those papers 

occupied considerable time, but the Asso¬ 
ciation listened to them with eager atten¬ 
tion and seemed to be deeply impressed 
with the subjects detailed in them. After 
which the Secretary by order of the Pres 
ident read the Executive committee s 

report. 

The duties, which your committee have 
been called on to perform,, since their ap¬ 
pointment, have amounted chiefly to main¬ 
taining correspondence with the Parent As¬ 
sociations. . | 

It will be fresh in your minds, that the 
petitions to the King, praying for a redress 
of grievances, were sent home by the agent 
of the Montreal Association, last 8 P r [ fl g* 

The duty of your committee would be 
a pleasant one, if they could have any 
grounds, for saying that those petitions had 
been listened to ; but they would be want¬ 
ing to the Association, and to themselves, 
if they did not candidly declare, that no 
motion, towards a mitigation of the oppies- 
sions of his Majesty’s subjects speaking the 
English language, as prayed for in those 
petitions, has yet been made. It is true that 
a -commission has been appointed to enquire 
into the grievances which relate to the admin¬ 
istration of the government of the province. 

The Association had every thing to hope 
for and nothing to fear from an honest 
body of Commissioners, inquiring impar¬ 
tially into those grievances; but your 
committee regret, that they cannot recom¬ 
mend the Association to have much con¬ 
fidence in the commission, now sitting, for 
a redress of their grievances. The only 
means, which your committee possess, of 
forming any opinion, a9 to the ultimate in¬ 
tentions of the British Government, or the 
present con*mission, are those afforded by 
the organ of Iris Majesty’s Government 
here, the Governor in chief, who is also the 
head of that commission. Judging, then, 
from the declarations and conduct of that 
individual, your commtitee will not conceal, 
that they tremble for the liberties of the 
English population in the province. While 
the very commission, appointed by his 
Majesty for the investigation of grievances 
is sitting, the condition of the members of 
the Association, in spite of all their respect¬ 
ful remonstances, is made ten fold, more op¬ 
pressive, than at the date of the appointment 
of your committee. 

The Constitutional Act of the province 
(31, Geo. Ill,) has been violated and the 
public monies, raised from the members 
of this Association, in common with the 
rest of his Majesty’s subjects in the colony, 
have been seized upon, at the instance of 
the House of Assembly to be applied to 
purposes, of which the people of the pro¬ 
vince highly disapprove. Your committee 
wnulrl also bog to ilraw youi* attention to 
the allusion in the speech of his Excellen¬ 
cy, at the opening of the Provincial Parlia¬ 
ment, to the Executive Council, which is 
the legal adviser of the administrator of 
the government. Your committee while 
they lay before you a faithful detail of the 
state of the association, also beg to impress 
upon you, their apprehensions, that his 
Excellency has not been careful to avoid 
the responsibility of acting, without the 
advice of 6aid Executive Council his law¬ 
ful advisers in the government. 

It is within the knowledge of every 
member of the Association, that attempts 
have been made, by the 4 French origin’ 
party, to procure a repeal of the Imperial 
Act, commonly called the Tenures Act. 
The repeal of this act would not only be in 
contrariety to the efforts of the Association, 
to procure the abolition of the feudal tenure 
in the Seigniories, but would actually tend 
to impose those very burdens, ou our lands 
in the Townships. 

Your committee would also draw your 
attention to the declaration of his Excel¬ 
lency, in reference to this subject, by which 
he exhorts the ‘ French origin* party not to 
fear that there is any design, to disturb the 
form of society, under which they have so 
long been contented, and that there is no 
thought of endeavoring to break up the sys¬ 
tem. In this respect, his Excellency ha9 
given a decided opinion, on one of the 
most weighty matters, into which the As¬ 
sociation expected, that the commission had 
come to enquire. 

From a calm review of the proceedings 
of the House of Assembly, and of the con¬ 
duct of the Executive, your committee give 
it as their deliberate opinion, that the pros¬ 
pect of a just and speedy settlement of the 
dissensions in the province, is by no means 
so certain, as your committee, on their ap¬ 
pointment had reason to expect. 

brill, your committee would impress on 
the members of the Association, the con¬ 
viction that our cause must eventually suc¬ 
ceed ; this conviction is not derived from 
any demonstration of friendly feeling, from 
our rulers ; but from that indomitable spir¬ 
it of freedom, which is breathed into the 
soul of an Englishman, with every word 
of the sacred tongue of his fathers, and 
from an unyielding reliaace on our own 
energies. 

Your committee strongly recommend to 
the Association, to adopt a complete system 
of organization, for the purpose of the more 
rapidly and certainly spreading information, 
among the members of the Association ; 
and, to that end, they recommend the es¬ 
tablishment of Township committees, under 
the direction of the committee of the coun¬ 
ty Association ; ami that these committees 
again divide the Township into districts, 
under their direction. Your committee 
further recommend that the officers in each 
district, make out an ascurato list of mem- 


Ibers in their respective districts, to be re¬ 
turned to the Township committees, who 
v "ill make a return for the whole Township, 
and Jeposit it with the Secretary of the 
county Association. This is necessary, in 

order that, is ‘ ime ° f nee, J« friends s ! ,0 . u, ‘ 1 
know on whom iO depend for accurate infor¬ 
mation, &c. . . 

Your committee beg to recommend that 
the Association approve of {he proceedings 
had bv the Parent 4ssocial ion* of Montrea 
and Quebec, of which copies are no w laid 
before you, and particularly that delegates 
be appointed, to proceed to the Con. 
stitntional Assembly about to he con- 

voked. # ,. , 

In conclusion your committee wouit. beg 
to state, that the boundary line, which sep ¬ 
arates the Townships from a foreign slate, is 
less distinct, than that, which separates them 

from a portion of this Province, a state of 

things, which your committee and the other 
loyal subjects of his Majesty, in the Town¬ 
ships, ought to use all their power to rem 

edy. . 

Although the time, for which your com¬ 
mittee were appointed, has not yet expried, 
yet they recommend that a new one be ap- 
pionted, to come into oflice on the 23d of 
February next.

4th._That the submission, on the part 

of the Assembly, to the dictation of said 
Roebuck, one of its pensioners, is an act 
degrading to the House, and subversive of 
the liberties of the people. 

Moved by Mr. Mills seconded by Abram 
Hilliker, 

5th.—Whereas the acts above enumera¬ 
ted could have taken place only in a body 
the majority of which are politically and 
morally wrong , deserving not the respect 
but the contempt of the people of this pro 
vince, therefore lesolved, That a petition 
to h ’19 Excellency, the Governor in chief, 
he drawti'up and signed by the President 
and Secretaries of this Branch, praying 
that his Excellency will be pleased to dis¬ 
solve the present Parliament. 

Mr. Ferres had hitherto been acting as 
Secretary to the meeting, but he now rose 
and requested that he might nut be consid¬ 
ered any longer as one of the Secretaries 
of the Association. He said that it was 
his intention to mefae an amendment to this 
resolution, which he was apprehensive it 
would not be regular for him to do while 
he remained a Secretary. Cries of ‘ Go on, 
go on, propose your amendments, we will 
receive them.’ Mr. Ferres then proposed 


that the word ‘ wrong’ be expunged from 
the resolution and that the word ‘ corrupt’ 
be inserted in its place. He did so in 
order that the Association might be con¬ 
sistent with itself. It had already resolved 
that the demand for the £22,000 was an 
act degrading to the house and subversive 
of our liberties,—that the keeping of an 
usurper in the chair as speaker, was subver¬ 
sive of our liberties,—that the pensioning 
of Mr. Roebuck and the submission to his 
dictation, were also subversive of our liber¬ 
ties. Let the association then have respect 
to its own resolutions, and it cannot avoid 
pronouncingthe House of Assembly corrupt. 

A public body might like a private individ* 
ual go wrong, but a series of wrongful acts 
can be perpetrated only by an individual or a 
public body wholly corrupt. The Associa* 
tion ought to give the proper epithet to 
every thing. The former resolutions de¬ 
clared the House to have been politically 
and morally wrong and the house was 
wrong because it was politically and mor¬ 
ally corrupt. 

Seconded by Mr. Levi Kemp. 

J. Selby Esquire, was in favor of using 
mild terms. The milder a strong argument 
can be stated the better. People might 
have doubts concerning the Association if 
it adopted too strong language, just as 
those are always most suspected who boas 
ted most of their courage. He knew that 
his friend Mr. Ferres, had warm feelings 
on the subject but he (Mr. S.) thought that 


association thought it be8t ; only the com¬ 
mittee had so framed the resolution and 
he hoped that the association might fully 
understand the amount of the amendment 
'as on it, and not on the commmittee, the 
|responsibility of it would rest. He protes¬ 
ted against its being understood as coming 
from the committee. 

Mr. Ferres said that he did not wish 
to press his opinions in opposition to those 
of the association but that he must bring 
the amendment to a division. He asked 
if the charges which the association had it¬ 
self just now resolved against the majority 
of the assembly were not sufficient to sat¬ 
isfy any man that that majority was polit¬ 
ically and morally corrupt. He entered 
farther into the conduct of the majority of 
the Assembly towards the Townships, in 
particular by refusing the St. Francis Judi¬ 
cature hill because the French lawyers 
wish the people of the Townships to be 
compelled to carry their suit9 to Quebec 
and Montreal in order that their pockets 
might be filled. He then alluded to the 
want of enterprise in the habitans both in 
and out of the Assembly, stating that not 
a rail road had been built in the colony to 
this day although it comprised a population 
greater than that of many of the neigh¬ 
boring States_that in this colony by the poU 

icy adopted by the Assembly the people of 
the Townships were more at home across the 
line, where they met an enterprising peo.. 
pie, like themselves, but not cursed with 
a set of French habitans for their rulers. 

The House of Assembly had done every 
thing to retard the prosperity of the Town* 
ships, and to embarrass the governments— 

(A cry of‘down with the Assembly),—. 

Mr. F. would re-echo the cry 4 Down with 
such an Assembly;’ it would not be toler¬ 
ated six months in any other country. The 
majority of it are politically »!id T.stnauy 
corrupt . He would deprecate the milk'* 
and-water system of fishing for honied ex* 
pressions. It had been followed too long, 
and where was the benefit to day ? He 
insisted that the Association should give 
up the system. 

The house of Assembly had succeeded 
in its aims wiih the home Government by 
the mere boldness of its false assertions, 
while the respectful remonstrances which 
had been sent home from the Townships, 
had been laid under the table. He wgs 
far from advising the Association to follow 
such unprincipled conduct, hut it owed it 
to itself and to the British Government to 
speak its sentiments openly and fearlessly. 

He again moved his amendment, seconded 
by Mr. Levi Kemp, and the resolution as 
amended, was carried unanimously. 

5th—Whereas the acts above enumera¬

The seventh of the Committee’s resolu* 
tions (now number 8,) was then moved by 
Mr. Abel Hurlbut, jr. secouded by Mr. 
Carleton McCarty. 

Mr, Ferres rose and moved that the com¬ 
mittees resolution be postponed, and that 
the following be substituted, 

7th.— A8 in consequence of the acts men¬ 
tioned in the foregoing resolution, the Earl 
of Gosford has laid himself open to im¬ 
peachment before the House of Lords, 
therefore, Resolved , that the delegates to 
be afterwards named, be instructed to move 
in the approaching Congress of delegates, 
that a humble petition be laid at the loot 
of the throne, praying that the King will 
be graciously pleased to recal the said Earl 
of Gosford, from the administration of the 
government; and farther, that said delegates 
be instructed to move, that means be ta¬ 
ken to procure the impeachment of his Ex¬ 
cellency the said Earl of Gosford, for hav¬ 
ing violated the above cited act 31. Geo. 
III. c. 31. 

Mr. Ferres expressed hi® surprise that 
the committee had not seen fit to bring 
before the Association, a resolution of the 
nature of the one he now proposed. The 
Branch had already resolved that that man 
had been guilty of a gross violation of the 
Constitution of this province. So far, well. 
But it did not require an angel from heaven 
to tell them that; every one knew it. The 
Earl of Gosford himself, was perfectly con* 
scious of it, for he had left England, with 
the deliberate intention, to perpetrate the 
iniquity. If the Branch had meant only to 
resolve that he had violated the Constitu¬ 
tional act, instead of putting themselves to 
expeuse, and the inconvenience of leaving 
their business on this stormy day, it would 
have been better for members to have re¬ 
mained at borne. What good did the 
Branch propose to itself, by resolving that 
be was guilty?

The Repori 
Missiskoui Branch Constitutional Associa¬ 
tion has obliged us to throw out several 
‘ articles of interest.’ 

The day of the meeting was the worst 
for the purpose, that we have seen this 
winter. The roads were blocked up with 
snow, and snow fell from morning till night. 
From some parts of the county, it was im¬ 
possible for men to come. One gentleman 
from Sutton started from home, with a 
double sleigh, but getting entangled in snow 
drifts, was under the necessity of leaving 
his sleigh and one of his horses, and push¬ 
ing on with the other. What will deter 
men from enforcing their rights! Not¬ 
withstanding all disadvantages of roads and 
weather there were between 800 & 900 
on the ground. 

On the arrival of the St. Armand men 
at Dunham Flat, the hundreds which were 
assembled there opened to the right and left 
and received them. 

The unanimity and good feeling, that 
prevailed, were highly pleasing. The res¬ 
olution for bringing about the impeachment 
of bis Excellency, was received with a 
round of applause. It would have done 
his Excellency’s heart good, to have wit* 
nessed the independent burst of indignation 
with which his French policy has been re¬ 
ceived in the Townships. The one, too, 
approving of the conduct of the minority 
in the Assembly and particularly of that of 
William Baker Esq. our own member, 
was warmly received. This testimony 
loses none of its value, when we state, that 
the meeting was in the highest degree res 
pectable in intelligence, character & wealth

THE LATE TOWNSHIP MEETING

field ; we the undersigned, for our mutual 
salety and for the moi*e perfect maintenance 
of those rights, do enrol ourselves as mem* 
bers of a club to be called, The United 
Stick Club, with the motto ‘Vis unita for- 
tior,’ the rules and regulations of which 
club shall be drafted by a committee to 
be elected before this meeting do adjourn. 

Moved that it be Resolved.—That on 
the first demonstration of hostilities, (which 
may God avert) the club shall assume the 
character of a Rifle Corps, appropriately 
med and accoutred, in a dress of one and 


From this it will readily be seen, that 
the spirit now showing itself In Lower 
Canada, is of a totally different character 
to that which caused the American Col¬ 
onists to take up arms in these United States 
fifty years ago. I he English in Canada 
seek.not to dissolve, but to preserve British 
connexion, while their opponents are call¬ 
ing for elective institutions and a Repub¬ 
lic. 

Not long since the loyal party in Montreal 
attempted to form a volunteer Rifle Corps, 
under the most distinct and positive un 
derstanding that its objects were the pre¬ 
servation of the British constitution, and 
attachment to the parent state. Yet no 
sooner was this known at Quebec, than the 
Governor-General, who is now openly ac¬ 
cused, we know not with what truth, of 
being in close alliance with Mr. Papineau 
and the republican party, issued his procla¬ 
mation declaring its existence illegal, and 
calling upon all the public authorities to 
suppress it under the extreme penalty of 
the law ! Thus are free born Englishmen, 
Irishmen, and Scotchmen punished for at¬ 
tachment to their King and country— their 
loyalty pronounced treason, and their efforts 
to support the throne branded as an attempt 
to destroy it. Can it be wondered at then 
we repeat, that the constitutionalists have 
at last rallied—banded themselves together 
and proclaimed their wrongs ? l heir 
crime, if it be one, was pardonable, for their 
object was to obey the royal injunction 
to Lord Gosford, which others seem to

‘ Remember that Canada must n °t be 
lost or given away.’ 

A happy day was it for Mr Papineau 
& his friends when that proclamation came 
forth from Quebec, for well do they know 
that the lion is roused and about to shake 
the dew from his mane. The noble animal 
is not in haste to assail his toes, his spring 
will not be the less terrible. The disloyal 
upbraid the loyal—they complain of the 
presence ot troops and stab the soldier 
when defenceless and alone. Will they 
allow the British army to be marched out 
of Canada ? Not they,—and if the con¬ 
stitutionalists were to propose such a mea¬ 
sure to-morrow, Mr Papineau would be the 
first, to invoke their stay. Let them boast 
of their numbers, even though they be three 
to one ; ami were the troops recalled, or 
shut up within the walls of Quebec, and 
the keys given to Mr Papineau, the peo* 
pie of British origin would, with their 
strong arms and violent hearts, by one 
mighty effort, arise and sweep the traitors

4 It is growing tow stormy for a boat to 
venture out/ answered the other.
